Germans Make Gain Near Junc-

PARIS, July 13.

Dense German masses are atorming the
Approaches to Fort Bouville In the seventh
great assanit on Verdun glnte the battle for
the fortress bogan, 1468 doys rgo.

The violence of yesterday's attacks fur-
nighed unmistakable evidence that Germany
in determined to rcontinue the attack on
Veordun, regardiess of her eritioal position
on other fronta. Freneh military critiens
agreed on this point today after studying
tho reports from headquarters,

The presont attack began Tuseday. The
Geormans had spent 18 daye in preparation
They brought up new guns and trench mor-
tars, shifted more troops from tha west
bank of the Meuse and hurried fresh sup-
plien of ammunition to the Souvlille-Dam-
loup sector.

The French., ready to meet the shock,
mmed Joose r sheeted fire Into the ad-
\nnrlng German ranka and took terrible toll
with thelr 76s. Throughout Tuesdny night
and all day yesterday tho battle raged on
the Souville-Damloup sector, tha French
counter-attacking with great spirit.

Only at one point, near the Intersection
¢f the Pleury and Vaux roads, did the Ger-
man attack gain ground.

The ofticinl communique lssued by the
¥rench War OMec todiay states that the
Gormans are bombarding not only Fort
Souville, but also the French position in
Chessin wood nnd Laufes worka

NEW YORK, July 13.—A shark, in
whose stomach was part of a human
body, was killed this afternoon in
Matawan Creek, New Jersey, not far
from the spot where a man and a boy
were killed by a shark yesterday. The
man-cater was 11 feet long and weighed
more than 300 pounda.

The body in the shark's stomach is
belitved to have been that of Lester
Stillwell, the 12-year-old boy who was
dragged to his death while bathing at
Matawan on Wednesday. The other
vietim was Stanley Fisher, who was ats
tacked while trying to recover the Still-
well boy’s body.

The shark was killed near Newport.
As soon as it had been put “to death
it was ripped open and its stomach
examined.

Shark hunting has been in progress
all along the Jersey coast since yester=
day.

Horror is spreading all along the .
New Jersey coast at the unprecedented
invasion of man-eating sharks. Thore

is in some places an almost hysterigal

inland ereeks nnd rivers are boing
avoided. Instcad of pgoing into the.
water, persons are watching along thes
shores for sharks and fishermen are go=
ing out hunting for them.

With the latest report from Matl-
wan, N, J., that o shark made its way
into Matawan creek, killed a man and
a boy and mangled another boy, the
terror has spread. That sharks should
appear in such places as Beach Haven
and Spring Lake was shocking enough
to the countryside, but now that even
erecks are proved unsafe, the horrog
has increased.

Never before has a shark been known
to go into & creek. They had never
been known about the Atlantic beaches
until the attack upon bathers at Spring
Lake and Beach Haven. Where next
their hunger and ferocity will take
them iz 8 conjecture. And coast
habitues are taking no chances. p

Experts cverywhere are studying the
situation. They are realizing that
gsomething must be done to keep the
sharks away.

At some places plans are being dis-
cussed. Whether to build piers about
the more popular beaches or just what
means are necessary to avoid the in-
crease of the growing number of sharl
attacks is the problem now.

Guards in motorboats are being !h-

tioned along the outer lines of many
bathing beaches.
" Nets, harpoon parties, fishermen gen-
erally and cordons of life guards in
motorboats are among the methods
taken to rid the beaches and waters
